things considered the trade has re- 
mained remarkaWy steady. The op- 
erators are for the most part pulling 
together in the matter of production 
and standing pat in the matter of 
prices. The independents almost to 
a man are refusing to make any con- 
cessions to the brokers, and the lat- 
ter are making a'heroic bluff at being 
indifferent to th« situation. 


The brokerage question is one of 


the most active features ot the situa- 
tion. The operators are discussing 


1 in. a quiet but \ery vigorous manner 
ik* advjsibility of eliminating the 


- broker as a factor in the coke busi- 
ness. The Weekly Courier pouftcd the 
•way a month ago and its call to arms 
has found a hearty responsive echo 
•in the breasts of the operators. They 
•are convinced that the Brokerage Buc- 
caneer ia first for himself, second for 


" the consumer and last for the produc- 
. er; that he takes his toll from both 


Interests and creates all the trouble 


•'between the two he can; that he is a 
, disturber ot the commercial peace, and 
"that his removal from the trade will 
be ", a good riddance of bad rubbish." 
_The operators believe that they can 
deal amore, jjrojitably. and more sat- 
isfactorily by'dealing directly and 
they are trying earnestly to effect an 
arrangement ot this nature. They are 
alive to the advantages of consolida- 
tion and conservation.

'hunt for coke on the part of the 
brokers and some of the furnace in- 
terests. The result is a stationary

coke is being stocked on the yards 
and inquiry confirms this condition. 
This policy, however, js not regarded 
•with favor, and it is probable that ad- 
ditional stock coke w ill be averted by 
running fewer days in the week. We 
may expect the cutting out of one 
active day at many of the plants for 
the present, beginning possibly this 
week and continuing as long as the

MINERAL RESOURCES 


OF UNITED STATES 


Geological Survey's Annual Report is 


Now Out and a Most inter- 


esting Volume. 


The Geological Survey's report en- 


titled "Mineral Resources ot ttie Uni- 
ted States, calendar year 190S" is now 
ready for distribution. The report is 
in two parts or \oiumes, part 1 cov- 
ering the metallic products and part 2 
the non-metallic products. 


Advance chapters of these volumes 


have been, published ia pamphlet form 
during J90D as rapidly as the reports 
on the different substances could be 
compiled -and any of these chapters 
can still be obtained from the Survey. 


The report includes fifty-five- chap- 


ters by thirty-two authors. 
Ha ar- 


rangement and scope are practically 
the same 23 in the twenty-four pre- 
ceding reports oC the; series "Mineral 
Resources of the United States." Part 
1 includes maps showing the distribu- 
tion of iron ores and the location of 
blast furnaces in the United States. 
Part 2 includes a map showing the 
known productive oil and natural gas 
fields. 


The statistics of production for 190S 


were collected in some Slates under 
co-operative agreements with the State 
Geological Surveys, to avoid troubling 
producers with duplicate requests Tor 
information, to obtain prompter re- 
turns, and to enable State geologists 
to keep in touch with producers and 
with new developments. 


The work of collecting statistics of 


mineral production ia done as ex- 
peditiously as possible, but some of it 
canuot bo hurried. Replies to requests 
[or information are given only by the 
courtesy of the producers, and not all 
of them are received as promptly as 
mtght be desired, so that nearly a 
year may elapse before all the 
re- 


turns for the preceding year have been 
collected and tabulated by the Survey. 
It is gratifying to note, however, from 
year to >ear, a more cordial co-opera- 
tion on the part o£ the producers, a 
higher appreciation of the vaiue of 
the statistics and the collateral mat- 
ter published and a larger demand 
for the Survey's report. 


The volumes can be obtained with- 


out charge by applying to the Direc- 
tor of the Survey at Washington.

P1TTSBURG, Feb. 2.—A few of the 


furnaces have teen working badly 
and have suspended coke shipments 
in consequence. The furnaces had re- 
markably good luck in November and 
December making 
abnormally large 


tonnages. They are having no more 
trouble now than usual in winter. 


The Andrews & Hitchcock furnace 


at Hubbard, O., which has been com- 
pletely rebuilt, will go into blast next 
Holiday. 
Cclie slujmients against it 


have already started. The other An- 
drews & Hitckcock furnace lias been 
in blast right along, Faunie furnace, 
at \Vest Middlesex, is to go into blast 
in a fortnight. These t\vo cases rep- 
resent the only increases in coke con- 
sumption at the mcmeat. 


The holding typ of shipments of coke 


has not resulted HI increased oftei-ings 
in thtj market, production being cur- 
tailed or the coke being stocked at 
oveub. Indeed, coke interests may be 
said to be nicking no effort whatever 
to sell bin are rather standing pat 
on prices and awaiting such demand 
as may develop.

and one city. A large increase (n thla 
number may now bt- expected. 
The 


desire to make big money out of the 
liquor business will be iht motive for 
incorporating every mining hamlet as 
a botough. 


In this movement the Ellsworth Coal 


Cohip*ny led the way. Owning all the 
real estate at Ellsworth It petitioned 
for and had that mining camp erected 
as a borough. 
Then it obtained ,a 
liquor license to sell liquors. Xo one 
dared to remonstrate 
be< ause every 
man in the place worked for tho con I 
company and knew he -would be out of 
a iob It he Interfered with the company 
plans. 


The Ellsworth saloon proved to ba'a 
' 
gold mine. About 1,000 n-en are em- 
ployed there. They are engaged in a 
hazardous occupation and tho strain 
and excitement leads many of them to 
drink. Much of the money paid but to 
the miners soon comes back into the 
saloon till.

RELATION OF COLD 
STORAGE TO FOOD PRICES. 


urtany men and many circumstances 


have been blamed for the high cost 
of American living, but cold storage 
is a new one. U is argued by the 
PIttsburg Press that without cold stor- 
age perishable foods would have to be 
marketed and the competition to sell 
them won Id keep prices down to a 
reasonable level, but that, as it is, , 
cold storage enables dealers to set' 
aside Cooclstuffs and hold them until 
prices rise; in other words, that cold 
btorage enables dealers to keep the 
market "cornered." 


On the other hand, without cold 


storage we would Jia\o a glut of per- 
ishable foods at certain seasons and 
a famine during the remainder of the 
year. We would not be able to buy 
certain things at CGI tain reasons at 
prices Tvhich would justify any hut tbe 
idle rich from indulging in them. Cold 
storage may be a curse as well as a 
blessing, but we incline to the view 
tnat its blessings predominate, and 
that \ve would be immeasurably worse 
off if it were abolished or its useful^ 
ness curtailed as has been inferential- 
ly suggested.

does not lie in the abolition of a use- 


THE PRICE OF MEAT 
WHOLESALE AND RETAIL. 


The manager of one of the Con- 


neilsville coke region company stores 
is responsible for the statement that 
his company buys meat at 3 cents per 
pound and retails it at 13.1 cents, mak- 
ing a fair profit. This is approximate- 
ly one-third cheaper than other retail- 
ers. 
It looks as if the retailer was 


getting his share. 


There was a time when the com- 


pany stores of tno coke region were 
violently denounced for alleged ex- 
tortionate methods, and at one time a 
law was passed forbidding "pluck-me" 
slores. But the policy of the company 
store was materially changed some 
years ago. The stores are now con- 
tent to make a reasonable piofH and 
they are able to do this and at 
the 


same time sell goods m competilion 
with other merchants because of their 
ability to buy to better advantage than 
most prh ate merchants 
They "buy in 


larger lots and consequently get bet- 
ter rates. 


At most coke works the company 


store is a convenience, and oil this ac- 
count the workmen patronize it liberal- 
ly. At the same time a large portion 
o£ their earnings are spent in the town 
stores, which, are readily accessible by

Mr. Burk-i objected to a grant of

As passed the bill makes an 
authorization that will ci.T6 the evil 
of delay by permitting the clerks of 
courts to employ additional help, not 
oat oC car cent receipts, but out o£ tUe 
surplus of the preceding jear. 


The law lequires that half the rev- 


entie from naturalizations go to the 
Department ut Commerce and Labor 
to pay expenses of o< -lection and pros- 
ecution of naturalization frauds.
